It  will 
be  used  for  garments, 
coiffures  and  parures. 
We  are  also  promised 
motifs  and  strips  of  skin 
cut  out,  openworked, 
embroidered  and  printed,  in  the  form  of  waistcoats,  collars  and 
waistbands  to  go  with  any  ensemble. 

In  conclusion  I  must  note  that  buttons  still  hold  their  place  in  our 
affections.  These  bits  of  mother-of-pearl,  ivory  and  ga  lalitke,  stuck 
together  in  close  rows  like  battalions  of  obedient  sprites,  will  continue, 
at  any  rate  for  the  time  being,  to  adorn  our  dresses,  coats  and  hats,  and 
even  our  shoes,  with  stripes  and  squares  and  chevrons  and  edgings  and 
all  the  geometrical  figures  that  imagination  and  patience  can  create.
